HIU SERIOUSLY AT GUTHRIE 


Guthrie Okla. Feb. 9—Congressman 
Murphy’s bill abolishing the Oklahoma 
Constitutional convention is not ac­ 
corded serious thought by the delegates, 
ninety-nine of whom are democrats, 
and the greatest number of whom look 
upon the situation as a hugh joke. It 
is not within the power of congress to 
suspend the convention’s work; on the 
contrary the government has authorized 
the payment of contengent expenses 
as long as the original appropriation 
lasts. 
The convention has asked congress 
for an additional $135,000 to complete 
its work and pay for the first election. 
The first state election, based upon the 
delegate election, will cost about $85, 
OOO. 
If congress fails to 
allow’ that 
much of the amount asked for, the 
election to ratify the constitution will 
have to be held on credit or not at all. 
The members are anticipating no ex­ 
tension of their own salaries. 
Robert L. Owen of Muskogee, w’ho 
is now en route to Washington, has 
been asked to personally present the 
situation to Bird S. McGuire, delegate in 
Washington, and to the committee on 
Appropriations. 
The fellow-servant proposition was 
reconsidered yesterday and made to 
conform to the general wording of the 


Mississippi and Virginia constitutions, 
and contractors of common carriers and 
mining companies exempted from its 
operation. 
Amendments limiting attorney fee*in 
recoveries under this provision to 25 
per cent and one to exclude street car 
and interurban 
companies from its 
operation failed of a majority. 
Authorization was given the Legis­ 
lature to create a department of banks 
and banking, and the appointment by 
the governor of a bank commissioner.

tions of federal authority’’ was the 
subject of a speech delivered yesterday 
in the house by Mr. Mondell of Wyom­ 
ing, which dealt especially 
with the 
withdrawal of coal lands from entry. 
He stated that he had no thought of 
impugning the motivss of any executive 
officer ii. conneection with the with­ 
drawals, but that this was not a ques- 
tion as to the good faith of public 
officials, nor of the wisdom of land laws 
but of the authority of the executive 
departments to modify, amend and an­ 
nul law’s of congress. 
Mondell stated 
that to remain silent in the presence of 
the lur reaching effect of suspension 
of the lam! laws might 
be construed 
into an acquiescence in their ability, 
and if not challenged these acts will be 
cited as precedents for further exten­ 
sion of the executive power in suspend­ 
ing the operations of laws. 
He contended that while the quest­ 
ion of authority for these acts was the 
most important one, in view of the 
great injury that had been ilone set­ 


tlers and those seeking to develop the 
west. 
He declared that it would have been 
neither w ise or necessary to issue the 
orders in question even had there been 
authority 
for so doing, and pointed 
out that w’hile 64,000,000 acres in the 
states and all of Alaska had been with­ 
drawn, and the government had only 
disposed of 400,000 acres under the 
coal land laws in 34 years. 
In view of these facts he suggested 
that even had it been within the au­ 
thority of the Interior department to 
do so there could bt no warrant in 
withdrawing from coal over 1,500 times 
more coal than was entered last year. 
At the rate of last year’s scale it 
would take over l,t>00 years to dispose 
of the coal lands which had been with­ 
drawn from entry, not taking into con­ 
sideration the millions 
of acres in 
Alaska. 
Hence he contended, there 
was little disposition to suggest that 
the government coal land would be 
gobbled up in the immediate future if 
not withdrawn.

The defeated provision has been the 
subject of debate for the greater^part 
or the past two days.

feated on points of order. 
The coal land amendment, allowing 
the surface of the coal lands in the In­ 
dian Territory to be sold, and which 
was regarded as of equal importance 


with that providing for the removal of 
the restrictions on alienation, was made 
by Senator Tillman.

were the following:

Queen of Scots, who. during her in- ’ 
carceration in Loehlevon. was knov\n 
to have passed many hours em bi Ord­ 
ering. 
During one of Lord Melville s %isits 
to the unhappy queen she besought 
him to obtain a needful supply of rai­ 
ment. of which she was almost desti­ 
tute. Among other things, the captive 
sovereign obtained packets of colored j 
silks, w hich she used in making beau* j 
tiful pieces of needlework, some o f 1 
which were sent to Queen Elizabeth. 
One of the hapless queen's gowns 
came into the possession of a Alr. | 
Meyers, an American costumer, in tile 
lining of which a purple satin embroid­ 
ered apron was found to be sewed 
hidden there, doubtless, from her jail­ 
e rs by the queen herself, fearing it 
might be taken from her. This apron 
passed into the hands of and is owned j 
by a Philadelphian named Sweeting. 
Its counterpart in every detail, with 
the exception of color, is in Minneap­ 
olis, and certain historians point to 
the fact that the queen embroidered I 
two, one in purple and one in black, j 
They are both made in the famous 
“ lost stitch.” which is unknown to 
modern embroiderers. 
Under miscroscopic examination it 
is not at all like Turkish or Chinese 
chain stitch, which resembles it close­ 
ly, but is done in a series of little, 
tight French knots, which are fastened 
so firmly that it is impossible to un­ 
ravel the infinitesimal disks of silk. 
There are myriads of them in flower 
designs, in colors exquisitely blended, 
encased by a running 
silken 
cord, 
c&uched on. 
A marvelous 
design, 
strangely artistic, 
yet 
conventional, 
forming a border and corner pieces 
and four strips for tho top of pleats 
for fullness. 
The wonderful evenness 
of the stitches indicates that the work 
was done bv a w'oman with unlimited 
tim e at her disposal. 
Mrs. Evans has every reason to be- 


embroidered by Mary Stuart. The dc 
signs are identical, differing only in 
color. This exquisite piece of embroid­ 
ery came to Mrs. Evans as a present 
from her sister, who gave it to her 
when she was a girl of 16, with the 
admonition to take good care of it. 
Mrs. Evans did not fully realize the

DO NOT TAKE MURPHY'S 


BILL SERIOUSLY AT GUTHRIE 


Guthrie Okla. Feb. 9—Congressman 


Murphy's bill abolishing the Oklahoma 
Constitutional convention is not ac- 
corded serious thought by the delegates, 
ninety-nine of whom are democrats, 
and the greatest number of whom look 
upon the situation as a hugh joke. It 
is not within the power of congress to 
suspend the convention's work; on the 
contrary the government has authorized 
the payment of contengent expenses 
as long as the original appropriation 
lasts. 


The convention has asked congress 


for an additional $136,000 to complete 
its work and pay for the first election. 
The first state election, based upon the 
delegate election, will cost about $85, 
000. If congress fails to 
allow that 


much of the amount asked for, the 
election to ratify the constitution will 
have to be held on credit or not at all. 
The members are anticipating no ex- 
tension of their own salaries. 


Robert L. Owen of Muskogee, who 


is now en route to Washington, has 
been asked to personally present the 
situation to Bird S. McGuire, delegate in 
Washington, and to the committee on 
Appropriations. 


The fellow-servant proposition was 


reconsidered yesterday and made to 
conform to the general wordin% of the 


Miasissippi and Virginia constitutions, 
and contractors of common carriers and 
mining companies exempted from ita 
operation. 
Amendments limiting attorney feejjin 


recoveries under this provision to 25 
per cent and one to exclude street car 
and interurban 
companies from its 


operation failed of a majority. 


Authorization was given the Legis- 


lature to create a department of banks 
and banking, and the appointment by 
the governor of a bank commissioner. 
The legal interest rate was fixed at 6 
per cent, and the contract rate 10 per 
cent. The legal rate may be reduced 
by the legislature. 


The convention killed the proposition 


authorizing the state to establish a 
printing plant to produce its blanks, 
books and school books, for the reason 
in the bill of rights the government 
has authority to enter any business the 
legislature may direct except farming. 


If reconsidered, friends of the pro- 


vision will endeavor to secure a direct 
expression on the matter, with legis- 
lative authority to proceed as it believed 
best.

Washington, 
Feb. 9—The "limita- 


tions of federal authority'* was the 
subject of a speech delivered yesterday 
in the house by Mr. Mondell of Wyom- 
ing1, which dealt especially 
with the 


withdrawal of coal lands from entry. 


He stated that he had no thought of 


impugning1 the motivss of any executive 
officer n. conncection with the with- 
drawals, buc that this was not a ques- 
tion as to the good faith of public 
officials, nor of the wisdom of land laws 
but of the authority of the executive 
departments to modify, amend and an- 
nul laws of congress. Mondell stated 
that to remain silent in the presence of 
the far reaching effect of suspension 
of the land laws might be construed 
into an acquiescence in their ability, 
and if not challenged these acts will be 
cited us precedents for further exten- 
sion of the executive power in suspend- 
ing the operations of laws. 


He contended that while the quest- 


ion of authority for these acts was the 
must important one, in view of the 
great injury that had been done set- 


tlers and those seeking to develop the 
West. 


He declared that it would have been 


neither wise or necessary to issue the 
orders in question even had there been 
authority 
for so doing, and pointed 


out that while 64,000,000 acrea in the 
states and all of Alaska had been with- 
drawn, and the government had only 
disposed of 400,000 acrea under the 
coal land laws in 34 years. 


In view of these facts he suggested 


that even had it been within the au- 
thority of the Interior department to 
do so there could bt. no warrant in 
withdrawing from coal over 1,500 times 
more coal than was entered last year. 
At the rate of last year's scale it 
would take over 1,!)00 years to dispose 
of the coal lands which hud been with- 
drawn from entry, not taking into con- 
sideration the millions 
of acres in 


Alaska. Hence he contended, there 
was little disposition to suggest that 
the government coal land would be 
gobbled up in the immediate future if 
not withdrawn. 


LEARNED LOTS ABOUT PRICE 


AND HAULING OF COAL 


South McAlester, I. T., Feb. 9.- 


When Commissioner Prouty closed his 
investigation of the car shortage and 
fuel famine at this city last evening he 
declined to make any statement as to 
the net result of the inquiry, but it was 
apparent from the course in which he 
directed the questioning throughout 
the session that he attached primary 
importance to the following points: 


1. Refusal of the railroads to make 


joint rates and exchange cars for coai 
traffic. 


2. Inadequate supply of cars and in- 


efficient motive power. 


3. Exclusive contracts between rail- 


roads and mine operators. It develop- 
ed during the inquiry that both the 
Katy and Rock Island have made a 
practice of insisting upon a contract to 
haul the entire output of a mine before 
they would consent to put in a switch, 
and in one instance it appears that the 
Rock Island Road was refusing to al- 
low a mine to connect with a compet- 
ing railroad. 
This 
attracted 
Mr. 


Prouty's special attention. 


4. The relative proportion between 


cost of production snd selling price was 
givetl an exhaustive probing, and upon 
this point the Commissioner evidently 
went away well satisfied. It appeared 
from' the testimony of a number of 
witnesses that the cost of producing 
McAleater coal mine run, which is 
lump, egg, nut, den and slacked mined, I 


as it comes from the mines, has been 
and is from $2 to $2 25 per ton, and the 
average selling price less than $2.50 
per ton for mine run. 


Col. 
William Busby, president at the 


Osage Coal and Mining Company, tes- 
tified that the output of that company's 
mines in 1906 was 336,000 tons and had 
been sold for average price of $2.20 
9-10 per ton.

AGAIN CONGRESS IGNORES 


TERRITORY'S ANGUISH 


Washington, Feb. 8.—The Indian ap- 


propriation bill received rough hand- 
ling: by the senate yesterday. 
The 


amendments of the committee especial- 
ly those suggested by the special com- 
mittee, which went to the Indian Ter- 
titory last summer to investigate con- 
ditions, were nearly all rejected on 
points of order. 


The provision which 
allowed full 


blood Indians of the Indian Territory 
to sell their surplus lands was defeated 
by a vote of 31 to 22, which leaves in 
force the provisional law known as the 
MeCumber amendment prohibiting the 
alienation of such lands for twenty- 
five years. 


The defeated provision has been the 


subject of debate for the greater^part 
of the past two days. 
After it had 


been disposed of late in the day, the 
o her committee amendments were de- 
feated on points of order. 


The coal land amendment, allowing 


the surface of the coal lands in the In- 
dian Territory to be sold, and which 
was regarded as of equal importance 


i with that providing for the removal of 


i the restrictions on alienation, was made 
] by Senator Tillman. 


Among the defeated 
amendments 
were the following: 


Allowing the city and town officers 


in the Indian Territory to hold over 
until the fate of the new state consti- 
tution should be decided; requiring the 
recording in the courts of all Indian 
leases; authorizing the court of claims 
to adjudicate private Indian claims; 
allowing the surface of coal lands to be 
sold in the territory of the Choetaw 
and Chickasaw nations; allowing the 
cancelling of certain Indian allotments 
in Nevada in furtherance of reclama- 
tion projects; appropriating $415,000 to 
investigate the legality of certain land 
transfers by the Mexican Kickapop In- 
dians of Oklahoma, and authorizing 
| the attorney general to make such in- 
vestigation. 
The debate on the bill was confined 
to the amendment allowing land aliena- 
tion. Senator Stone made the princi- 
pal speech for the amendment and 
tie lator Spooner the principal argu- 
ment against it.

Irish laborers who had sVampod a 
boat while pursuing a frightened nock 
of sheep which had taken to the wa- 
ter. 


Two weeks later she rescued a man 


from the masthe'ad of a sunken boat 
near Goat island, Newport harbor. 


On March 29. 1S69, she rescued two 


soldiers and a bny from an upturned 
boat in biting cold. All were helpless 
when she reached them. For this res- 
cue congress awarded her 
a 
gold 


medal and she received the thanks of 
the state of Rhode Island. 


Tills act 
made her 
name famous 


and she was showered with attentions 
troru societies and individuals In all 
parts of the country. 


These are but the chief of her res 


cues. 


standing on the right of the firing 
party.

The definition of 


dynasty Is a family of kings. Poland 
n the days of John III. was an aristo- 
cratic republic and elective monarchy. 
There is B tradition that comes down, 
however, that when the elective sys- 
tem was abolished by the new consti- 
tution In 1791 it was the general 
understanding that the Sobieski fam- 
ily waa to be the royal family. 
The 


constitution was only preventetd from 
going into force by the conquest ol 
Poland."

DO NOT TAKE MURPHY'S 


BILL SERIOUSLY AT GUTHRIE 


Guthrie Okla. Feb. 9—Congressman 


Murphy's bill abolishing the Oklahoma 
Constitutional convention is not ac- 
corded serious thought by the delegates, 
ninety-nine of whom are democrats, 
and the greatest number of whom look 
upon the situation as a hugh joke. It 
is not within the power of congress to 
suspend the convention's work; on the 
contrary the government has authorized 
the payment of contengent expenses 
as long as the original appropriation 
lasts. 


The convention has asked congress 


for an additional $136,000 to complete 
its work and pay for the first election. 
The first state election, based upon the 
delegate election, will cost about $85, 
000. If congress fails to 
allow that 


much of the amount asked for, the 
election to ratify the constitution will 
have to be held on credit or not at all. 
The members are anticipating no ex- 
tension of their own salaries. 


Robert L. Owen of Muskogee, who 


is now en route to Washington, has 
been asked to personally present the 
situation to Bird S. McGuire, delegate in 
Washington, and to the committee on 
Appropriations. 


The fellow-servant proposition was 


reconsidered yesterday and made to 
conform to the general wordu% of the 


Mississippi and Virginia constitutions, 
and contractors of common carriers and 
mining companies exempted from its 
operation. 
Amendments limiting attorney feejjin 


recoveries under this provision to 25 
per cent and one to exclude street car 
and interurban 
companies from its 


operation failed of a majority. 


Authorization was given the Legis- 


lature to create a department of banks 
and banking, and the appointment by 
the governor of a bank commissioner. 
The legal interest rate was fixed at 6 
per cent, and the contract rate 10 per 
cent. The legal rate may be reduced 
by the legislature. 


The convention killed the proposition 


authorizing the state to establish a 
printing plant to produce its blanks, 
books and school books, for the reason 
in the bill of rights the government 
has authority to enter any business the 
legislature may direct except farming. 


If reconsidered, friends of the pro- 


vision will endeavor to secure a direct 
expression on the matter, with legis- 
lative authority to proceed as it believed

CONGRESSMAN DENOUNCES 


HITCHCOCK'S USURPATIONS 


Washington, 
Feb. 9—The "limita- 


tions of federal authority'* was the 
subject of a speech delivered yesterday 
in the house by Mr. Mondell of Wyom- 
ing1, which dealt especially 
with the 


withdrawal of coal lands from entry. 


He stated that he had no thought of 


impugning1 the motivss of any executive 
officer n. conncection with the with- 
drawals, buc that this was not a ques- 
tion as to the good faith of public 
officials, nor of the wisdom of land laws 
but of the authority of the executive 
departments to modify, amend and an- 
nul laws of congress. Mondell stated 
that to remain silent in the presence of, 
the far reaching effect of suspension j 
of the land laws might be construed 
into an acquiescence in their ability, 
and if not challenged these acts will be 
cited us precedents for further exten- 
sion of the executive power m suspend- 
ing the operations of laws. 


He contended that while the quest- 


ion of authority for these acts was the 
must important one, in view of the 
great injury that had been done set- 


tlers and those seeking to develop the 
west. 


He declared that it would have been 


neither wise or necessary to issue the 
orders1 in question even had there been 
authority 
for so doing, and pointed 


out that while 64,000,000 acrea in the 
states and all of Alaska had been with- 
drawn, and the government had only 
disposed of 400,000 acrea under the 
coal land laws in 34 years. 


In view of these facts he suggested 


that even had it been within the au- 
thority of the Interior department to 
do so there could bt. no warrant in 
withdrawing from coal over 1,500 times 
more coal than was entered last year. 
At the rate of last year's scale it 
would take over 1,!>00 years to dispose 
of the coal lands which hud been with- 
drawn from entry, not taking into con- 
sideration the millions 
of acres in 


Alaska. Hence he contended, there 
was little disposition to suggest that 
the government coal latid would be 
gobbled up in the immediate future if 
not withdrawn. 


LEARNED LOTS ABOUT PRICE 


AND HAULING OF COAL 


South McAlesler, I. T., Feb. 9.- 


When Commissioner Prouty closed his 
investigation of the car shortage and 
fuel famine at this city last evening he 
declined to make any statement as to 
the net result of the inquiry, but it was 
apparent from the course in which he 
directed the questioning throughout 
the session that he attached primary 
importance to the following points: 


1. Refusal of the railroads to make

It develop- 
ed during the inquiry that both the 
Katy and Rock Island have made a 
practice of insisting upon a contract to 
haul the entire output of a mine before 
they would consent to put in a switch, 
and in one instance it appears that the 
Rock Island Road was refusing to al- 
low a mine to connect with a compet- 
ing railroad.

„ The relative proportion between 


cost of production snd selling price was 
givefl-an exhaustive probing, and upon 
this point the Commissioner evidently 
went away well satisfied. It appeared 
from the testifluony of a number of 
witnesses that the cost of producing 
McAleater coal mine run, which is 
lump, egg, nut, flea and slacked mined, 


as it comes from the mines, has been 
and is from $2 to $2 25 per ton, and the 
average selling price less than $2.50 
per ton for mine run.

Osage Coal and Mining Company, tes- 
tified that the output of that company's 
mines in 1906 was 336,000 tons and had 
been sold for average price of $2.20 
9-10 per ton.
